to an Imaginary God, had been an evident Breach of that Sum- 


mary of the Commands of the Firſt Table; it had been an un- 


warrantable- Tempting of God, and had open'd a Gate to the 
Ruine of Chriſt's holy Religion. A lewd Smeſtic might have ſhewn 


ſuch Softneſs, a Jewiſh Half. Brother fuch Moderation, but a ſound 
Cbriſtian would have abhorr'd it. The Founder of our Faith has 
taught Men to deſpiſe, nay, to hate all things in Compariſon wih 
_ Himſelf; He teaches them to rake up the Croſs, to endure the fharp» 


eſt Afflictions, the moſt fery Tryals rather than forſake the Truth; 


And ſhews them, That to expoſe their Lives in this World for 


His Sake, was the ſureſt Way to live for ever in the World to 
come; but that to be aſham'd of, or to renounce his Truth here, 
was the certain Way to be rejected by Himſelf and by his Hea- 
venly Father hereafter. And who can relax or indulge where 
God has been ſo ſtric? What, Chriftian dares pretend to make 
the Way to Heaven eaſier than Chriſt himſelf has left it? © * 

The Goſpel took off the Obligation of the Ceremonial Law; 
but it was not eaſy to convince a Jew, that the Holy Jeſus had a- 
ny ſuch Repealing Power veſted in Him. The Apoſtles for a while 
try'd to ſoften their ſtubborn Humours, and made as many Con- 


deſcenſions to their Prejudices and Weakneſs as poſſible; but it 


prov'd of ill Conſequence, and therefore the firſt Chriſtian Coun- 


cil diſcharg'd the Gentiles from the Ceremonial Yoke.

Nature, own'd, as the grgat Parent, and the * and uncontroul- 


able Governour of the Univerſe. But had the Apoſtle done ſo, 
they would have taken . from thence, and conceiv'd a 
yet greater Reverence for the Statues of their falſe Gods, which 
Apoſiolical Prudence carefully avoided, D's no good Method of reau- 


cing thoſe who are under Miſtates in religious Matters to ſtoop to and 


indulge them in their Miſiak:ss: We, who hold the Truth, are not 


to go over to them, but they are to return to us; We are to 


aſſert the Truth, to maintain it with all that Force of Cou- 
rage and Reaſon which God has given us, and to lay down 


our Lives rather than renounce it. At the ſame time, we are 


not to hide our Light under a Buſpel, but to ſet it on an Hill, to 
publiſh the Truth to an Ignorant and Unthinking World, that 

All may know and embrace it as we do. In giving God his 
Due we are to follow. the Preſcriptions of his holy Word; 
He was certainly beſt able to expreſs his own Mind by his in- 
ſpired Prophets: We are not to deviate. from that to humour 
this Jem, that Pagan, this Muhammedan, that Papiſt, this Atheiſt, 


that Separatiſt; to do ſo is not to corre them for, but to 


confirm them in their Follys; but while Men act ſteddily by 
Divine Rules, the Jew, the Pagan, the Mubammedan, the Papi#, 


the heiſt, the, Separatiſt, may come to ſee his Error, to en- 
quire after Truth, and ſo to ſerve God faithfully and truly 


chro' Jeſus Chriſt. 
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The ſame God who in his Word has laid down ſtanding Rules for 
his own Worſhip and Service, has in that Word taught us as careful - 
ly our Daty to our Governours; And as He promiſed it as a pecu- 
liar Felicity under the Reign of the Meſhas, that Kings and Queens 
ſhould be Nurſing Fathers and Nurſing Mothers to his Church, ſo his 
Deſign: was that Thoſe who were to live: under the Shadow and

Protection of ſuch Kings and Queens, ſhould behave themſelves 


as faithful Servants and obedient Children to them; That as the Pro- 
phets of old had bow'd their Heads to the Majeſty of thoſe who 
were Gods upon Earth, and as Chriſt himſelf, both by his Word and 
by his Example, had taught his Apoſtles Humility and Submiſſion: 
in the Caſe, ſo the Apoſtles and all whom they ſhould convert, 
ſhould reverence the Power and Authority of thoſe whom God 
has ſet over them, and not pretend to Mate, but to Obey and 
Honour them; That they ſhould Pray, indifferently, for Kings-

When our Saviour had declar'd, that His Kingdom. wat not of this 
World, when He Himſelf had ſubmitted to the unjuſt Severity of 
a Lawful Power, and had inſtra&ed his Diſciples not to Reſiſt 
their Governours, but to ſuffer for His Sake; and had left them 
in a poor abje& Condition, tho furniſh'd with a Power ſufficient 
ro perſuade and to govern Volunteers, with reſpect to their eternal 
Salvation. When our Lord had taken this Care, it's no Wonger 
that his Faithful Apoſiles preach'd and acted agreeably. It's pleaded, 
indeed, with reſpe& to our Savimr, that His Death heing ne- 
n ny EET TS, „ 
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ceſſary for the Redemption of Mankind, He yielded to the then 
Governing Power; tho' He could have commanded more than 
Twelve Legions of Angels, or have ſtricken his Enemies to the 
© Ground with one Word. But there's no ſuch thing to be plead- 
ed in St. Peter's Caſe ; his Death was of no Advantage to Man- 


kind; and certainly, He whoſe Word had been as fatal as that 


of Elijah of old, in the Caſe of Aananias and Sapphira, had not ſo 
far forgotten himſelf, as not to have done as much to a perſecu- 


ting Nero, had Heaven conſented to it, or had it been a thing juft 


and lawful in it ſelf. That Humility is unreaſonable which per- 


| ſuades a Superiour Power to ſtoop to an Inferiour, when its in a Ca» 


pacity to oppoſe it, and its uſually imputed ro Sloth, Ignorance, 


or a Neglect of Duty: And certainly the Conſervation of the 


Church in its Infant-State, the ſaving of ſo many Lives as were 
then every day ſacrificed to Pagan Fury, the Encouragement of 
the Gentile World to become Chriftians, who were otherwiſe 
terrify'd by the Cruelty of Perſecutions ; Theſe had been things 
very well worth the Confideration of an Apoſtle, and wiche 


have mov'd him to affert His Power againſt a ſtupid and ma- 


lignant World; Heathen Principles were looſe enough to make 
them glad of Liberty even from the juſteſt Authority in the 
World, and cruel Princes having felt the Force of an Apoſto- 
lical Sentence, would have put a ſtop to Perſecution for their 
own Security. | | | 
But jt would have look'd very odly for Private Chriſti ans to have 
Pleaded their Loyalty to their Princes, if it could have been prov'd 


againſt them, that 2zheir Biſhops, or Themſclues pretended to a u- 
riſdiction incompatible with the Royal Authority; and the Chriſtian 


Apologiſ's muſt have had a large ſhare of Modern Modeſty, had they 
claim'd a Right to Imperial. Favour on account of their Obe- 
dience and Loyalty to their Governours, while they challeng'd 
a Power to Depoſe and Ruine them at pleaſure. Juſtine Martyr 

alledging the viſible Amendment of

But we read of no 
Ehuds, no Shamgars or Gideons, among the Primitive Chriſtians; The 
Jews had all their Succeſſes againſt Foreign Enemies, not againſt their 


own Princes; and tho' They were very numerous,and ſufficiently pro- 
voked to what we now call Self- Defence, yet when Haman had got the 


Decree of King Ahaſuerus againſt them, their Defence was only 
Fuſtings and Prayers, and Tears; nor is it probable they would have 


Reſiſted their Murderers, had not. Merdecsi got a Repeal of that 
terrible Decree, and a Royal Licence for them to ſtand up in their 


own Defence. 5 | . 
Nor, indeed, is it neceſſary chat the Church, as diſtinc from 
the State, ſhould be inveſted with any Temporal Coercrue Power, 
when the Church and State conſiſt of the ſame Members, tho 
under immediate diſtin Officers; it's the Duty of the Chriſtian Civil 
Magiſtrate to Coerce thoſe. Criminals whom the Church regularly 
Cenſures. By that means only the Publick Peace can be ſecur'd; 
and it Argues want of Zeal for the Truth, when Magiſtrates 
won't exert their Authority in Defence of it.

We read 


of no ſuch Council during the Reign of all the Kings of Ju- 
dah and Iſrael till the Captivity. If that Conſtitution were re- 
ſum'd after the Captivity, in Imitation of what Moſes had for- 


merly done, both Seriptzre and other Hiſtories are unacquainted 


with the Matter. How Moſ:s's Action might be aped by the 
Sect of. the Phariſees, when they got uppermoſt, and ſuch Sto« 
ries invented as might render them formidable to ſome of the 
Aſamonean Princes, and to the Vulgar, from whom Tejephus takes 
his Idea of the Sanhedrim, is not hard to find out.

He who is our Great Creditor, Re- 
mits our Debts, Pardons our Sins, Satisfies Divine Juſtice for 
Us, and never lets thoſe go Unrewarded who Apply themſelves 
ſincerely to Him. Nay, ſhonld we believe that departed Saints 
had ſome Notices of our Eſtate here below, it could yet be no 
Policy to fly to 1n/erior Helps , when we may be accepted by the 
Supreme, or to Addreſs our ſelves to our Fellow Subjects, when by 
the Blood of Chriſt we have a New and Living Way laid Open, by 
which we may habe Acceſs with boldneſs to the Throne of Grace, We 
are willing, according to the Rules of our Church, to ſubmit to 


the Commands of God, as He has deliver'd them to Us withs 


out Abatement ot Sacriiege, and neither can leave the True God 
for Idols, nor Forſaking the Fountain of Living Water, hem out to our 


ſelves broken Ciſterus which can hold none. 


We teach all Men to Call upon God in ſach Prayers as are 
intelligible both to themſelves and others: To conſider well what 
Sacrifices they offer, What Addreſſes they make to God, that 


their Lips and Hearts may go together when they appear in his 


Preſence. And, as we propound to all Chriftians things relating 
to Faith as well as Practice, We teach them to examine God's 
written Word, to ſearch the Scriptures which are che only cer- 


tain and unerring Rule of Faith au Minn re; We teach them to try 


whatever we propound to them by that Rule, to ſee whether 
thoſe things we would have them Believe or Do are lawful or 
not. We believe that God having given Us his Laws in Wri⸗ 
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ting, and having taken Care by his Providence, that from their 
Originals they ſhould be tranſlated into every Language under 


them ro the People as they have Opportunity ; He has done his 
Part; and therefore that we cannot complain of any Severity in 
God now if He exa&s Compliance from Us to the utmoſt, and 
throughly Puniſhes our Negligence and Diſobedience. We grant 
that there are many Viſont and Propheſies in Scripture which are 
Dark and Myſterious, and their Meanings inextricable by Hu- 
mane Wit, till Time and Obſervation begins to Unriddle them; 
But we are certain that it's not abſolutely neceſſary to Salvation , 
that every Man ſhould underſtand all ſuch Things; and thoſe 
who pretend to have. an Infallible Judge among them; but no 
body knows Who nor Where, are yet at as great a Loſs abour theſe 
Myſterious Obſcurities, and as much Divided as to the Interpretation 
of them, as we who pretend to no ſuch Happineſs. We are
